The French National Féte took place in Paris 
last Saturday. A review of the troops at Long- 
champs was followed by a dinner on the Champ 
de Mars to 2500 Mayors, after which there was a 
display of fireworks from the Eiffel Tower. The 
Boulangists arranged to hold a demonstration 
on the Place de la Concorde, but when the hour 
arrived they found the place too crowded to carry 
out their plan. 


The Emperor William left Kiel last Saturday 
for St. Petersburg, his Majesty’s arrival and de- 
parture being witnessed by a large concourse of 
people. The town and harbour of Kiel were 
very gaily decorated in honour of the occasion. 


According to a statement published in Rome, 
the Emperor William will pay his visit to the 
King of Italy in October, after an interview with 
the Emperor of Austria. 


King Milan met his son, the Crown Prince of 
Servia, on Saturday morning, and returned with 
him to Belgrade. Queen Natalie (expelled from 
Germany) left Wiesbaden on Friday evening of 
last week, and arrived at Vienna the next day. 


In the House of Lords last Monday evening a 
tribute was paid to the memory of Sir J. Brand, 
late President of the Orange Free State; and Lord 
Knutsford announced that he had been desired 
by her Majesty to express to the Acting-Presi- 
dent her sincere regret at the loss which South 
Africa had sustained. The noble Lord also 
informed the House that a telegram, dated 
July 13, had been received from the general 
officer commanding at Ekowe, stating that 
Pretorius had been relieved by a flying column, 
and a post established at the official residence. 
Energetic action was being taken against the 
rebel chiefs, and order restored. 


Mr. W. H. Smith and the Attorney-General 
denied, in the House of Commons, on Monday, 
that the Government had been in communication 
with the counsel for the defendants in the recent 
libel action of O'Donnell v. the Times. In 
answer to Mr. Parnell, the First Lord of 
the Treasury intimated that if the motion for 
leave to introduce a Bill for the appointment of a 
Special Commission to inquire into the allegations 
against certain Irish members was not accepted 
iu the ordinary course by the parties concerned, 
the Government would take no special steps to 
press it. Mr. Parnell thereupon proposed to 
move the adjournment of the House in order to 
call attention to this announcement, but the 
Speaker ruled that such a motion would be out 
otorder. The Local Government Bill was again 
under consideration in Committee. Progress 
was reported on the completion of Clause 66. 
Mr. W. H. Smith then moved the first reading 


| of the Bill for a Special Commission to inquire 


into the charges against the Parnellite members. 
Mr. Parnell protested against being asked to 
accept the measure without seeing it, and 
announced that if its details did not provide for 
a fair investigation he would take the judgment 
of the House upon its later stages. The Bill was 
read the first time.

QUEEN BESS 


naturally claims the place of honour in our pic- 
torial souvenirs of the crushing defeat of the 
Spanish Armada, to the celebration of the Ter- 
centenary of which great national event at 
Plymouth this week our good Queen Victoria 
and our thoroughly patriotic Prime Minister, 
the Marquis of Salisbury, have liberally sub- 
scribed. Her Gracious Majesty's great predecessor, 
Queen Elizabeth, rose equal to the occasion, in 
characteristic English fashion, when the tidings 
came, three hundred years ago, that King Philip 
of Spain had launched from Spain a colossal fleet 
of gigantic men-of-war to effect the conquest of 
these Islands, and to add Great Britain to the 
Spanish Possessions. Good Queen Bess personally 
fired her troops with enthusiasm; and appointed 
the right sort of Admirals and Sea Captains, 
worthy forerunners of Nelson, to command the 
smart and active English Fleet. Queen Eliza- 
beth’s address to the British Troops at the 
Tilbury Camp, on the banks of the Thames, had 
the true martial ring in it. The Queen arrayed 
herself in armour. In valiant speeeh, Queen 
Bess said :— 

“Т am resolved in the midst and heat of the 
battle to live or die amongst you all; to lay 
down for my God, for my kingdom, and for my 
people, my honour and my blood, even in the 
dust. I know that I have but the body of a 
weak and feeble woman, but I have the heart of а 
King, and of а King of England, too ! 

Happily, the blood of Queen Bess had only to 
tingle in her veins at the glorious news of how 
splendidly Admiral Lord Howard of Effingham, 
and her stout-hearted Devon heroes, Sir Walter 
Raleigh and Sir Francis Drake (whose valour 
still lives to this day in the breasts of the genial 
and kindly sons of Devonshire), had ‘‘ smashed, 
pulverised, and destroyed ” the Spanish Armada. 
Queen Elizabeth led the Peace Rejoicings. The 
Patriot-Queen rode to St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
knelt down at the east door, and thanked God, 
** Who had thus delivered the land from the rage 
of the enemy.”

STRENGTH OF THE RIVAL FLEETS. 


It should be premised that when King Philip 
the Second of Spain determined on the conquest 
of England he not only organised the Spanish 
Armada, bub likewise prepared an army of 
30,000 foot soldiers and 4000 cavalry in the 
Netherlands under the command of the Duke 
of Parma, whose chance of invading us, how- 
ever, was never destined to arrive. King Philip's 
** Invincible Armada” consisted of 132 war- 
ships, besides caravels, 21,855 soldiers, 8766 
sailors, 1355 “noble” volunteers, 2088 galley- 
slaves, 3165 cannon; 150 monks, with Martin 
Alarco, Vicar of the Inquisition; the Duke de 
Medina Sidonia being in command, and an ex- 
penenced seaman, Martinez De Recaldo, being 
Vice- Admiral. 

Lord Howard of Effingham, Sir Francis Drake, 
and Sir John Hawkins contrived, by hook or by 
Crook, to get together 181 English ships, manned 
by 17,472 sailors. Onland, there was the Queen’s 
army of 45,362, besides the band of pensioners, 
and thirty-six pieces of ordnance, commanded 
by Lord Hunsdon; and there was the Earl of 
Leicester’s army of 18,449 to immediately face 
the enemy if he had landed. 

THE ARMADA SAILED FROM LISBON 
on May 19, 1588; was soon after dispersed by a 
storm; was reformed, and entered the English 
Channel, being seen off Cornwall on July 19, 1588. 
THE SEA-FIGHTS. 


Lord Howard, being informed the ** Invincible 
Armada” was in sight, immediately weighed 
anchor, and sailed out of Plymouth Harbour to 
dispute the enemy's passage of the Channel.

his ship, and in loading and firing his guns, as 
greatly alarmed the Spaniards for the fate of 
their Vice-Admiral. From that time they kept 
closer to each other; notwithstanding which 
the English on the same day attacked one of the 
largest galeasses. Other Spanish ships came up 
іп time to her relief; but in their hurty one of 
the principal galleons, which had a great part of 
the treasure on board, ran foul of another ship, 
and lost one of her masts. In consequence’ of 
this misfortune she fell behind, and was taken 
by Sir Francis Drake; who, on the same day, 
took another capital ship, which had been acci- 
dentally set on fire. Several other rencontres 
happened, and in all of them the English proved 
victorious. Their ships were lighter and their 
sailors more dextrous than those of the 
Spaniards. The Spanish guns were planted too 
high, while every shot from the English proved 
effectual. The Spaniards, however, still con- 
tinned to advance till they came opposite to 
Calais, where the Duke de Medina, having 
ordered them to cast anchor, sent information to 
the Duke of Parma of his arrival, and entreated 
him to hasten the embarkation of his forces. 
But the Duke, though he embarked a few of his 
troops, informed Medina that the vessels which 
he had prepared were proper only for trans- 
porting the troops, but were utterly unfit for 
fighting, and for this reason, till the Armada 
was brought nearer, and the coast cleared of the 
Dutch ships which had blocked up the harbours 
of Nieuport and Dunkirk, he could поё stir 
from his then station (at Bruges) without 
exposing his army to certain ruin. In compliance 
with this request, the Armada was ordered to 
advance; and it had arrived within sight of 
Dunkirk, between the English fleet on óne Папа 
and the Dutch on the other, when a sudden 
calm put a stop to its motions. із) this situation 
the fleets remained for a whole day. About the 
middle of the night of Aug. 7 a breeze sprung 
up, and Lord Howard had recourse to an expe- 
dient which had been planned the day before. 
Having filled cight ships with pitch, sulphur, 
and other combustible materials, he set fire to 
them, and sent them before the wind against the 
different divisions of the Spanish fleet. The 
Spaniards beheld these ships in flames approach- 
ing them with great dismay: the darkness of 
the night inercased their terror, and the panic 
flew entirely tiirowgh the Несі. The crews of the 
different vessels, suixTous only for their own pre- 
servation, thought of nothing but how to escape 
from ininiediate danger. Some weighed their

Horses, mules, and baggage 
were thrown overboard to lighten a few of the 
vessels. Some of the ships were dashed to pieces 
on the rocks of Norway; some sank in the 
middle of the North Sea; others were thrown 
upon the coasts of Scotland and the Western 
Isles—the wreck of one being still visible, it is 
said, at Tobermoray, in the Te of Mull; and 
more than thirty were driven by another storm, 
which overtook them from the west, on different 
parts of the coast of Ircland. 

The Duke de Medina, having kept out in the 
open seas, escaped shipwreck ; and, according to 
official accounts, arrived at Santander, in the Bay 
of Biscay, about the end of September, ** with noe 
more than sixty sayle oute of his whole flecte, 
and those verye much shattered.” 

Strype, in his ** Annals," reckons the Spanish 
loss upon the coast of England to have amounted 
to fifteen ships and about 10,000 men, besides 
seventeen ships and 5394 men sunk, diowned, 
and taken on the coast of Ireland.

When daylight returned, Lord Howard had the 
satisfaction to perceive that his stratagem had 
produced the desired effect. Тһе enemy were 
stillin extreme disorder, and their ships widely 
separated and dispersed. His fleet having 
received a great augmentation by the ships fitted 
out by the nobility and gentry, as well as by 
those of Lord Seymour, who had left Justin de 
Nassau as alone sufficient to пага the coast of 
Flanders, and beiig bravely seconded by Sir 
Francis Drake and all the other officers, he 
hastened to improve the advantage which was 
now presented to him, and attacked the enemy 
in different quarters at the same time with the 
utmost impetuosity and ardour. Thé engage- 
ment began at four in the morning of Aug. 8, 
and lasted till six. at night.. The Spaniards in 
every rencontre displayed the most intrepid 
bravery ; but, from the causcs already mentioned, 
did little execution against the English, while 
many of their own ships were greatly damaged, 
and ten of the largest were either run aground, 
sunk, or compelled to surrender. 

The principal galeass, commanded by Mon- 
cada, having Manriquez, the Inspector-General, 
on board, with 300 galley-slaves aud 400 soldiers, 
was driven ashore near Calais. Fifty thousand 
ducats were found on board of her. One of the 
capital ships, having been long battered by an 
English captain of the name of Cross, was sunk 
during the engagement. А few only of the crew 
were saved, who related that one of the officers 
on board having proposed to surrender, he was 
killed by another who was enraged at his pro- 
posal; and this other was killed by the brother 
of the first; and that it was in the midst of this 
bloody scene that the ship went to tlie bottom.

Robert Percival Bodley Frost, said to be her 
husband, and Robert Gigner, a butler, from 
Palmer Lodge, Palace-street, Westminster, were 
last Monday, at the Westminster Police-Court, 
further charged with a conspiracy to defraud. 
The female was also charged with being con- 
cerned, with Thomas Whyte, in fraudulently 
obtaining, in 1881, the lease of Stoneydown 
House, Walthamstow, and live stock of the 
value of £242.

THE SILVER MEDALLIST. 

Ovr Volunteer sharpshooters must have rejoiced 
when the first week of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation's Meeting on Wimbledon-common was 
over—so wet and gloomy was the weather. But 
our riflemen shot well. Тһе first Saturday's 
programme, according to precedent, was a very 
full and varied one. So far as Volunteer interest 
was concerned it was mainly centred in the 
completion of the second stage of the Queen’s 
Prize. The Three Hundred who had been sifted 
out by three days’ difficult shooting had to decide 
amongst themselves who was to attain the distin- 
guished honour of being the Silver Medallist of 
the year ; and the highest aggregate scores in the 
first and second stages determined the Hundred 
who were to shoot in the final stage. The 
aggregate of the first and second stage of the 
Queen's resulted in four scores of 201 points 
made by the competitors at the head of the list, 
while nothing under 187 found a place in the 
* Hundred." The first four competitors had to 
shoot off the tie, to decide the possession of the 
Silver Medal. This was fired late last Saturday 
afternoon, three shots at 500 yards, with the 
following result :—Noakes, 5 5 3; Ingram, 2 5 5;

‘The 
highest scores reached 101 points, at which 
figure Colour-Sergeant Smith, 3rd West Surrey, 
tied with Private Rodger, 1st Roxburgh and 
Selkirk, Smith winning the shoot-off, scoring 
13 points to his antagonist's 12 for his three shots.

Last year 
the winner of the Queen's Prize was Dieutenant 
Warren, of the Victoria Rifles, with the excellent 
aggregate of 274 points. О? the four men 
leading the list with 201 each, Ingram on Tues-

-the same, Cooper with а magpie and bull 8-6у6, 
and Noakes with an inner and outer. Two 
bull's-eyes were registered for thcir first shots to 
Private Tatlow, lst Dumbarton; Sergeant

Ovr ironclads are engaged in useful 
manoeuvres. On Sunday morning last, 
the commanding officers of the men- 
of-war lying at Spithead met on board 
the Northumberland, flag -ship of 
Vice-Admiral Baird, when the final 
arrangements were made for the de- 
parture of the A. Squadron on Monday 
morning. In accordance with the in- 
structions of the Admiral in command, 
the Fleet was formed in three divisions 
as follows :—-First Division: North- 
umberland, Hotspur, Northampton, 
Collingwood, Monarch, Conqueror, 
Benbow. Arethusa, Mersey, and Rover. 
Second Division: Agincourt (flag-ship 
of Rear-Admiral Rowley), Neptune, 
Belleisle, Iron Duke, Shannon, Incon- 
stant, Mercury, and Mohawk. Third 
Division (under Commander Markham) : 
Active, Tartar, Grasshopper, Racoon, 
Rattlesnake, Archer. ‘Lhe Inflexible 
and Thames followed suit down 
Channel on Monday. 

At half-past eight on Monday morn- 
ing a gun was fired from the flag-ship 
at Portland, and immediately after- 
wards the ships in harbour got under 
weigh, the lead being taken by Admiral 
lryon's division, consisting of the 
Hercules (flag-ship), Iris, Volage, 
Ajax, Cossack, Warspite, Sandfly, 
Hero, Superb, Severn, and six torpedo- 
boats. Admiral“ Fitzroy’s division 
followed, consisting of the Rodney 
(flag-ship), Invincible, Devastation, 
Black rines, Amphion, Rupert, 
Calypso, Curlew, Spider, and six 
torpedo-boats. The weather was very 
thick at starting, and soon afterwards 
a dense fog settled down, with baro- 
meter 29:6, thermometer 65. The 
large ships steamed very slowly in 
line ; but the torpedo-boats manceuvred 
for an hour near the Admiralty yacht 
Enchantress, the fog having lifted in 
that part of the roadstead. Тһе 
Oranmore, store-ship, Lieutenant Har- 
dinge, remained at Portland for letters 
and telegrams for Admiral Vitzroy’s 
division. Despatches for Admiral 
Tryon’s division are to be forwarded 
to Berehaven.
